tended that the investigation shall be 
as thorough as may ‘be. No detail of 
the adininistration will escape examin- 
ation. 

All the civic departments with the 
exception of the police and the tele- 
phone departments, and the commis- 
sioners’ administration have now been 
investigated. The remaining sessions 
will be devoted mainly to the consid- 
eration of the serious charges of in- 
eficmiency, and bad management, 
which have ‘been preferred against 
Commissioner Bouillon, The wisdom 
or unwisdom of the actionof Commis- 
sioner Bouillon and Butchart, in dis- 
charging the power-house and street 
railway superintendents will be 
brought up for discussion, and a de- 
finit reason for this action demanded.

CELEBRATE GREELY 
CENTENARY TODAY 


American Scribes Fittingly Ob- 
serve 100th Anniversary of 
Great Journalist’s Birth 


New York, Feb. 3-—The one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of 
Horace Greeley, greatest of all Am- 
erican journalists, was fitly observed 
today by apnopriate exercises in the 
public schools of the State and by 
memorial gatherings under the aus- 
pices of various historical and patrio- 
tic organizations in nearly all the col- 
leges and other institutions of learning 
throughout the State. Special cele- 
brations were held under the auspices 
of the city club and by ‘Typographical 
Union No, 6, whose first president 
Horace Greeley was. Large crowds 
visited Greeley’s oid farm at Chappa- 
qua, Westchester county, where he 
lived during the latter and most cvent- 
ful part of his life. 

Horace Greeley was born.on a farm 
five miles from Amherst, N. H., on 
February 3, 1811. His father was poor 
and Horace had little opportunity to 
obtain more than the most primitive 
education. As a small boy Horace 
Greeley was an omnivonous reader and 
with the aid of an excellent memory 
he succeeded in acquiring not only a 
thorough knowledge of the English 
language, but a large amount of hete- 
rogenous information, which proved of 
great value to him in later years. 

At the age of fifteen he entered the 
‘office of ‘The Northern Spectator at 
East Poultney, Vt, as an apprentice. 
Ie seemed to be born to the trade and 
soon he was the best printer in the 
shop. It might also be added that even 
at that time he was a better journalist 
van che editor ef that piper. Gree- 
ley remaired with that paper until it 
ced from jack of support five years 
tue: Durer, those years hig se 
wureater par’ .. his meager wie

Afker the Spectator had suspend- 
ed, (Grecley wworked this way to his 
father’s fanm, earning as much as he 
‘could on the way by working for u 
few weeks at a time on different newws- 
papers. Adter a few months he anade 
his way ito New York, He arrived 
there with ‘but a few cents in his 
pocket, no other clothes except those 
he wore, but cager and ambitious to 
become a great journalist. lor eigh- 
tecn months jhe avorked as composi- 
tor wt poorly phid, odd jobs, them, 
together with another young com- 
positor he opened a printing office. 
After one or two unsuccessful efforts 
to stant a newspaper, Greeley, in 
1834, underiv0k the publication of a 
weekly literary journal, called ithe 
New Yorker. Two years later the 
paper ‘had 7,500. subscribers. ‘The 
panic of the following year naarly 
caused ithe suspension of the New 
Yorker and it was on tts Jast legs 
whaa, in 1838, harlow Weed made 
Greeley editor wf the Jeffersonian, a 
Wiig paper established in Albany 
during the campaign that ended in 
the aleation cif Willtim H. Seward 
as Governor of New York. As edi- 
tor of what paper Greley became a 
prominent figure dn sate affairs and,

SHIPPED IN APRIL 


Mr. Pablo Expects to Deliver 
Balance of Herd at Wain- 
wright Early in Spring 


The shipment of the balance of 50 
head of the Pablo buffalo herd, still 
due the Dominion government, will be 
made from Montana to Wainwright tu 
April, it is expected. 

Pablo, according to word which has 
reached the city, expects to be in a 
position to deliver the balance of his 
herd to the government, in that 
nouth. As is well known, ‘he was un- 
able to make the shipment last year, 
because of the fact that the 20 or 30 
ald bulls in the herd resisted capture, 
and prevented the remainder of the 
ierd from being rounded up. Pablo 
was prevented by the game wardens 
‘rom killing off these old bulls, but 
since that time some of them have 
been killed by shomesteaders, and it 
is probable that Pablo and his cow- 
boys will be able to round up the 
majority of the herd in spring. 

A carload of the buffalo from the 
Conrad herd in Montana will also be 
shipped to Wainwright park in April. 
Howard Douglas, commissioner of 
parks, who is now in Los Angeles and 
southern California, will return to the 
city shortly.

Greeley never held public office but 
once, when he filled an unexpired term 
in Congress for a few weeks. He was 
nominated for the presidency by the 
Democrats and the Liberal Republi- 
cans in 1872, but was overwhelmingly 
defeated by Grant. The intense dis- 
appoimriest of his defeat, following 
he death cf his wife in Septembey of 
the same year and the tremendous 
exertion of the campaign caused his 
collayse and his sudden death from 
brain fever on November 20. 1872.

This bill 
is designed to give effect to the findings 
of the elevator commission and this pro- 
vides for the international elevator pro- 
blem in this province, By this bill mem- 
bers of the executive of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers association are created a 
body corporate and politic and the govern- 
ment fs authorized to advance to the com- 
pany thus created a loan not to exceed 25 
per cent for the cost of each elevator pur- 
chased or constructed by the company. 
By the bill the government i3 empowered 
to make a@ grant to the company to cover 
expenses incurred In the organization of 
the company or of local bodies of share- 
holders who support an elevator at any 
point in the province.

Four Important ™xtensions of the 


Govt. Line Will Be Made to 
Northern Settlements 


According to information which has 
been received ky the -Capital, some 
very important extensions of the Do- 
minion government telegraph line out 
of dmonton into the north country 
are being planned by the Department 
of the Interior this year. 

Istimates have been passed for at 
least four extensions which will bring 
isolated settlements in the north-east 
and north-west country, into direct 
communication with the outer world, 
by telegraph, and will serve some very 
large settlements whych have been out 
of touch with the centres of the pro- 
vince hitherto, 

It was only last year that the tele- 
graph line was extended north west 
from Athabasca Landing and ‘brought 
into communication Lesser Slave lake. 
and Peace River ‘Crossing, the only 
means of communication with which 
points before that time, were the 
steamboat, and the dog train. 

This year extensions of the line will 
be made which will bring in the rapid- 
ly growing Grande Prairie settlement, 
Where a town is springing up. ‘This 
extension will be made south from 
Peace River Crossing, and gangs will 
be sent out early in the spring to 
forward the work. 

Another important extension is to 
be made along the banks of the Ath- 
abasca northeast from the Landing, to 
Fort McMurray, where settlement is 
also growing rapidly. 

Still another extension will, it is ex- 
pected be made out to Moose Lake, 
in the Saddle Lake district, about half 
way between the Saskatchewan ‘river, 
and Lac la Biche, a settlement that is 
very isolated, but where there are a 
larye number of settlers. 

It is also expected that an extension 
will be made to the Swan river settle- 
ment south and west from Lesser 
Slave Lake. 


CANCEL GRAND 
CENTRAL’S LICENSE 


Result of Investigation Made by

The license of the Grand Central 
Hotel in Edmonton has been cancel!- 
ed, This was the decision reached by 
the provincial license commissioners 
at their meeting at Medicine Hat yes- 
terday, judgment having been reserv- 
ed by them after hearing the case at 
a sitting in Edmonton last week. 

The cancellation of the license 15 
the direct result of the censure of the 
hotel management by the coronor's 
jury who inquired into the death of 
Jas. O’Brien at the Grand Central on 
Christmas day. The jury censured the 
management on tthe evidence of the 
doctors that the man would have had 
a better chance for his life had he 
been attended to sooner. The appli- 
cation to cancel the license was made 
by Chief License Inspector Deyl. 

The old hotel is to be torn down 
this summer to make way for a new 
five-story hostelry, which will ibe erec- 
ted by the owners this year. 


COMMENCE WORK ON 
TRUNK SEWER SOON 


Civic Engineering Department Will 
Call for Tenders in Near Future. 
Will Take Year to Complete 


Tenders for the construction of the 
Rat Creek tunnel sewer will be called 
for in the course of a couple of weeks, 
and at an early date the trunk sewer 
which will form the first item in the 
Potter programme for the future sys- 
tem of the city will be undertaken. 

The Rat Creek trunk sewer and the 
east end bridge formed the two largest 
undentakings for the year in the en- 
gineering department. The sewer will 
be 3,600 feet in length, of a diameter 
of 10 feet, and over a year will be re- 
quired for its completion. The con- 
struction to be commenced this spring 
will continue late into the winter of 
1O1I-1912, and it is anticipated that the 
sewer wil be complete in February or 
March of next year. 

In the estimates a sum of $220,000 
was set aside for the purpose of the 
trunk sewer, and the outlet southeast 
of the penitentiary property. ihis, it 
is expected will more than cover the 
cost, but much depends upon the char- 
acter of the strata through which the 
tunnelling has to be carried.

The province of Alberta has lost in 
the final round of its famous fight with 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The 
highest tribunal in the British Em- 
pire, the last court of appeal, namely, 
the Privy Council in England, has de- 
cided that the Alberta government has 
no right to tax the lands of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway in the province, 
granted to the railway by act of the 
Dominion government, in 1881. 


By a decision handed down by the | that tribunal, 
Privy Council at the opening of their} into two sections 


February sittings today, and which 
decision hes been flashed by cable- 
gram to Edmonton, the entire case of 
the provincial government against the 
railway company, has been dismissed 
without costs. Their Lordships held 
that unoceupicd land of the C.P.R. 
was not taxable until twenty years ai- 
ter the actual grant of patent to the 
settler, even though there should be a 
delay cif many years on the settlers 
part in taking out ithe latters patent. 
They also held that C.P.R. land sold 
on the installment plan was not tax- 
able until all the installments had been 
paid. 

By this decision the province is los- 
er in one of the greatest legal fights 
ever waged in the Dominion, a fight 
which has occupied the courts of the 
land three years, and a victory for the 
province in which would have resulted 
in the paying into the provincial treas- 
ury by the C.P.R. of over three mil- 
lions of dollars in taxes. 

By ithis decision the province is not 
entitled to collect one dollar of taxes 
on all the vast areas of C.P.R. land 
which the railway company holds 
within the province, and which the 
company is selling to settlers on the 
installment plan. That is, the C.P.R. 
as the result of the arrangement they 
made way ‘back in 188t with the Do- 
minion government are entitled to 
continue holding this vast area of land, 
deriving all the benefits of improve- 
ments carried forward by the provin- 
cial government, without paying one 
cent of taxes in return, and further, 
that the land will not be taxable un- 
til the C.P.R. have finally reccived 
their patents.

There are | 
practically no pre-emptions in this part of the country.. The differ- 
ence is made up from receipts for coal land and timber land leases. 
The law governing these lands requires that the holder of a lease, 
use the resources placed in his hands, or get off. The amount of| 
money paid into the land office therefore, is an indication of the 


activity which raay be expected in coal mining and lumbering dur- 
ing the season which is just about to open. 

Edmonton, which has probably the most magnificent agricul- 
tural resources of any city of the plains, is not dependent on agri- 
culture alone for greatness. The geographical situation of this city 
makes it the logical hub and centre for the great coal fields at the 
base of the Rocky Mountains, and for the timber resources of the 


north and western part of the province. This trade belongs to Ed- 
monton and cannot be taken away. When development is under- 
taken on a scale commensurate with the extent of the resources, this 
city is due to become one of the busiest places on the continent. 

The land office returns for the month of January are an indica- 
tion that the day of extensive development is upon us. The ensuing 
twelvemonth will see a new element of business introduced in Ed- 
monton—a mining and lumbering business which means employ- 
ment for thousands of men and rich returns for the mercantile inter-| 
ests of the city.

A feature of teh tariff arrangement with the United States which 
has not heretofore attracted much attention is the fact that the 

possibility of a wheat corner in United 
NEW DEAL MAKES States will be practically abolished by 
WHEAT CORNER the free entry of Canadian wheat. 
AN IMPOSSIBILITY The wheat gamblers on the Chicago 
Q market who have heretofore cornered 
the supply of the western states have had a comparatively simple, 
although rather large, task. Their problem was to figure the 
amount of wheat needed for immediate local consumption, and the 
amount chartered for export, and subtract the two totals from the 
visible supply. Any time the figures came so close as to make it 
possible for a single fortune to carry the amount on margin there 
came forward a Leiter, an Armour, a Cudahay, a Partridge or a 
Patton, who was willing to take the chance. 

The danger which presented itself to the wheat cornerer was 
that the sellers in the market would deliver the actual wheat. That 
what has happened to Leiter, and they brol:e his corner. Patton was 
ready to accept all the wheat, because the foreign market never got 
far enough out of line to permit him, if necessary, to ship the actual 
wheat to Europe, and pay the loss out of the surplus of his winnings 
on the Chicago exchange. 

Heretofore this danger has been limited by the American boun- 
dary line, with its 25 per cent. tariff. No one could corner wheat 
in Liverpool, because the market is open to the world, and no for- 
tune was ever great enough to purchase at one time the universal 
visible supply. The Chicago gambler will now be in almost the 
same position as the Liverpool dealer. When he comes to estimate 
the visible supply he will have to take into account another hundred 
million bushels from the Canadian northwest, almost every bushel 
of which could be thrown at him on the Chicago exchange, and the 
whole amount of which in order te hold his corner, he would have 
to take up at the market price which he himself had made by his 


manipulations. 
The task is too large for any speculative interest in United

RATEPAYERS DISCUSS 
IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


Pass Resolution Asking Council Not to Make Any 


| Further Grants to Board of Trade—Lawyer Con- 
| tends Donations by City are Illegal 


Strathcona, Feb. 3—For nearly 
three hours last night a small gather- 
ing of the Ratepayer’s association, in 
their regular monthly meeting, talked 
board of trade. Only about eight of 
the twenty present took active part 
in the discussion but in his number 
there was enough diversity of opinion 
to shreds ‘besides a wide range of side 
to cause the question to be threshed 
subjects dealt with in the meantime. 
The question as outlined by President 
Fuller in his opening remarks was 
whether it is advisable for the council 
to make a grant this year to the board 
of trade as in former years. An effort 
was made by some of the speakers, 
clearly in opposition to the present 
board, to have a motion passed which 
would recommend to the council that 
this expected petition from the board 
for a yearly grant be not granted, bat 
other speakers, none members of the 
board of tnade,argued in opposition to 
this measure, holding that a board of 
trade is necessary and should be as- 
sisted. The original motion read: 

“That the association is of the opin- 
ion that it is not advisable for a coun- 
cil to make a grant to the board of 
trade.” After two hour’s discussion 
the following amendment was moved 
and carried almost unanimously, “That 
the council do not grant a sum to the 
board until the matter has been looked 
into by a special committee from this 
association.” 

President Fuller in opening said the 
association should express an opinion 
» ithe advisability of the council mak- 
ing a grant to the board of trade. 
Heretofore this has been done yearly 
without the investigation of the rate- 
payers as to what use is being made 
of the money. The Ratepayer’s asso- 
ciation should not clash with the 
board of trade, each. had a distinct 
field but at the same time there were 
matters which should have been taken 
up by the board that had been left for 
the association. He wanted to be 
quite fair to the board and for that 
purpose had requested President Dou- 
glas to be present and narrate how the 
noney has been spent in publicity 


work, but this invitation had not been 

accepted, President Fuller asked if 

any other members of the board were 

present and only one man replied, 
Hold Grant is Illegal. 

Something of a’surprise was sprung 
by Mr. N. D. Mills, barrister, when 
in answer to a question from = Mr. 
Passmore he gave it as his personal 
opinion that under the charter provis- 
ions of the city such a grant cannot 
be legally made by council unless sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers in the form 
of a bylaw. iMr. Mills dealt at length 
with this point but refused to give a 
legal opinion that a grant by vote cf 
council is not authorized. He asknow- 
ledged that Edmonton has done this 
under a clause almost identical with 
that in the Strathcona charter, but 
there are limitations in the clause in 
this city’s charer which makes the 
position somewhat different. He 
quoted authorities and spoke at length 
on the subject, although as he repeat- 
edly reminded the meeting, merely as 
a ratepayer, and not as a lawyer. Per- 
sonally he thought the council mem- 
bers since ’07 might be held responsi- 
ble for all the money granted the 
board of trade without by-law sanc- 
tion, 

“Did’t you make a grant) to the 
board of trade under this clause when 
you were mayor, Mr. Mills?” asked 
Mr. Palmer. : 

“No. This charter was not in cf- 
fect at that time,” Mr. Mills recount- 
ed briefly the history of the board of 
trade grant and complications of that 
year. 

Mr. Skelton rose toydefend the 
board of trade though not a member 
He fully appreciated the value of a 
good board of trade and thought 
where citizens were too penurious to 


proof but at the same time was not 
afraid to state his views before any 
meeting, 

Condemned'Crop Reports. 

The president and = Messrs. Mills, 
McIntyre and Passmore doubted the 
benefit of the publicity work by the 
present board and held that there 
is unwarranted exaggeration in some 
of the literature sent out. Mr. Mills 
referred particularly to the crop re- 
ports of last year. He slated that re- 
port as not true of actual conditions in 
the district. The special committee 
from the board dashed about visiting 
and taking estimates only of the best 
fields, The truth about the country ts 
good enough. 

Mr, Bard and Mr. Pollard argued 
with good effect that the report was 
not by any means exaggerated, This 
argument was maintained at length. 

Two Resolutions Passed. 

Two resolutions which were the out- 
come of the discussion of the special 
meeting some days ago were read and’ 
passed unanimously. Both were drait- 
ed at a meeting of the executive re- 
cently. The first one is on sanitary 
conditions and reads: 

“Resolved that this association deep- 
ly regrets the recent outbreak of 
typhoid in the city and therefore urze 
upon the board of health under direc- 
tion..of the city council, to thorough- 
lv investigate the matter and evolve a 
practical system of sanitation. And 
also request that the mayor and coun- 
cil go into this matter with a view of 
remedying ‘things, that the medical 
health officer, sanitary inspector and 
scavanger faithfully fulfill their duties 
and report weekly to the mayor. And 
we also request that a system of num- 
bering the outside closets and having 
the sanitary inspector report number 
of places inspected. And further that 
the council pass a by-law requiring all 
ratepayers owning buildings valued at 
800 or over to be compelled to use 
water and sewer if on the system and, 
if owners are unable to afford or un- 
willing, the city shall put in the ser- 
vice and charge installation to the 
property.” 

Investigate Frontage Tax 

The late agitation rasied by Ald. 
Rankin regarding the water frontage 
tax was taken up iby the association 
and is passed on to council in the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


make wan exhaustive investigation into 
the wate rrate system and to make 
public rhe details and also to let the 
public know what the ittotal mileage, 
excluding street crossings, of the wa- 
ter muins in the city ‘is, and what per 


cent. of the property 4s paying the 


ater frontage itax, also what the total 
income from the frontage ‘tax for rhe 
year 1910 was, also what property is 
exenypt fiom itaxation, if any.” 

Mr. MoIntyre said Ald. Ramkin had 
made the statement chat about one 
fourth of the mileage is now paying 
all expenses in connection with the 
systein, and that a propert tax should 
be five cemts per lineal foot instead 
of ten or twenty Scents as the case 
may be at present.
